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DETAILED ACTION 



Priority 

1. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), 
which papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

3. Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Morrill, Jr. (US 5,991,749) (hereinafter Morrill). 

Re claims 1 , 6, and 9: Morrill teaches a wireless communication device for 
conducting financial transactions and authorizing other activities. The wireless 
communication device includes a non-contact card into which an external card 
reader/writer can write transaction information, wherein the wireless 
communication device, when transaction information is written into the non- 
contact card, transforms the transaction information into an electric mail, and 
transmits the electric mail to a predetermined address. (See col. 2, line 18 to col. 
5, line 50) 
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Re claims 2, 7, and 10: Morrill teaches wherein the predetermined 
address is varied by a user by inputting a new address into the wireless 
communication device (see col. 2, line 18 to col. 5, line 50). 

Re claims 3, 8, and 11: Morrill teaches wherein the predetermined 
address is allowed to be varied after the user is authenticated (see col. 2, line 18 
to col. 5, line 50). 

Re claim 4: Morrill teaches wherein the authentication is carried out when 
a password which the user inputs to the wireless communication device is 
identical with a predetermined password (see col. 2, line 18 to col. 5, line 50). 

Re claim 5: Morrill teaches wherein the wireless communication device is 
comprised of a cellular phone (see col. 2, lines 18-35).
